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A MESSAGE 
FROM THE POTENTATE 


N behalf of the oflicers of Aleppo 

Temple I desire to extend to the 
Nobility our Greetings of the Holiday 
Season and every wish for a Happy 
New Year, tempered with the spirit of 
loyal service and unselfish sacrifice here 
at home which will merit the approval 
of those in the front lines and so far 
as humanly possible, aid their safe 
return. 


I earnestly believe, that in these 
troubled times it becomes increasingly 
apparent that membership in the 
Shrine will continue to mean more to 
each and every one of us, if possible, 
than at any time in the past. We want 
Masonry here, and we want the Shrine 
here, strong and vigorous, when the 
war is over, and the boys come home, 
For theyll come back changed and 
restless enough, and they'll return to a 
world unsettled enough, without our 
meanwhile neglecting or weakening the 
steadying American influences of the 
Church, and Masonry and the Shrine. 


For that reason, I am one of those 
who believe, that so far as is consist- 
ent with the aggressive prosecution of 
the war, every effort should be made to 
strengthen and extend Masonic mem- 
bership and the fellowship of the 
Shrine. It would be a hollow victory 
indeed if the uniformed manpower of 
the Nation should return only to find 
the world they left behind them gone, 
and the American way of life for which 
they thought they fought, no longer 
recognizable. 


So far, our efforts have not been in 
vain. Aleppo Temple was the one local 
fraternal organization, to my knowl- 
edge, which forged ahead in 1941,— 
with an actual gain in membership! 
During 1942 we elected to membership 
the largest number of novices admitted 
to Aleppo Temple in any one year since 
1930. In 1941, an all-time record of 400 
former Shriners,—who in the past had 
either taken a demit, or been sus- 
pended from membership, — applied 
for reinstatement in Aleppo Temple! 
They had missed the friendly hand- 
clasp, and that indefinable something 
that every Noble feels who has the 
privilege of wearing the Crescent and 
Scimitar on his lapel. 


Our membership I know is justly 
proud of the fact that Aleppo has been 
the one fraternal organization in 
America, Masonic or otherwise, to pur- 


chase the full two-year limit of $150,- 
000 in War Bonds for our Permanent 
Fund in 1941 and 1942. This month I 
shall request our Trustees to start off 
the year in 1943 with the purchase of 
still another $50,000. 


This past Fall the loyal support of 
the Nobility of Aleppo Temple, and our 
friends, made possible the success of 
the Second Annual Shrine Circus at the 
Boston Garden. Total attendance and 
receipts were well in advance of our 
1941 Circus. But better still, many 
more thousands of poor and underpriv- 
ileged children were given the oppor- 
tunity to laugh and really be children 
for a day at their first real Circus as 
guests of the Shrine. The entire pro- 
ceeds from the sale of all programs at 
every performance of the circus this 
year were donated in equal shares to 
the Army and Navy Relief Societies. 
From the circus proceeds, we also 
again made a donation to the Hot Food 
Fund for the poorer school children of 
Boston. We also presented to the 
Franklin Park Zoo Boston's first camel, 
which was appropriately named “Jeep” 
in a camel-naming contest sponsored 
for the school children of New England. 
The prizes were War Bonds and War 
Savings Stamps. Granted that such 
promotion had unquestionable adver- 
tising value, I feel strongly that 
Shrine Cireus Week was something of 
which Aleppo Temple may well be 
proud. Nor was the circus wholly 
without financial reward! Neither the 
1941 nor the 1942 Shrine Circus cost 
Aleppo Temple one cent of expense. 
Supplementing the purchase of new uni- 
forms for our patrol and other units, to 
replace hopelessly outworn suits, many 
of which were twenty years old, I am 
this year glad to report that a clear 
$6,200.00 in cash has already been paid 
into the treasury of Aleppo Temple out 
of the net proceeds of our Circus. 


Our Monthly Shrine Luncheons at 
the Copley-Plaza continue to attract 
an average monthly attendance of over 
300. During 1942 we had the follow- 
ing list of great speakers:

Governor Leverett Saltonstall—*'Mas- 
sachusetts in the War Effort." 


Col. Ralph M. Smith, State Director 
of Selective Service—*"Selective Serv- 
ice.” 


Both our Spring and Fall Dance and 
Ladies’ Night—each held in connection 
with an afternoon Charity Card Party, 
were extremely well attended. Total 
proceeds from the two card parties, 
made available for charity purposes of 
the Temple, amounted to $1,075.16. 


Supplementing the official annual 
payment of $2.00 by each and every 
member of the Shrine towards the 
maintenance and operation of the 15 
Shrine Hospitals for Crippled Children, 
the Nobility will be interested to learn 
that sales of tinfoil during 1942 by 
Aleppo Temple, despite increased scare- 
ity of that commodity, still amounted 
to $131.26. 


In closing, may I take this opportu- 
nity to express grateful appreciation 
to those loyal Nobles of Aleppo Tem- 
ple who, by their active presence at 
Shrine functions during the past year, 
or by their presentation of welcome 
applications from new members, or by 
their continuance of Shrine member- 
ship despite prolonged absences from 
our Ceremonials, have thus safely as- 
sured our continued ranking as fourth 
largest among the 159 Shrine Temples 
of North America. 


Our Annual Meeting, election and 
vaudeville show will be held on Friday, 
January 22, 1943. Won't you try to 
start off the New Year by sending in 
the application of that Knight Tem- 
plar, or 329? Scottish Rite Masonic 
friend, who has come all the way up, 
only to fail to reap his full reward!
